Carter slashing budget 
to bring about surplus 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). ~ Presi- 
dent Jimmy Cartw proposes to 
slash government spending on 
everything from defence on down In 
a drive to curb inflaUoa and to 
create a record S38.9b. budget sur- 
plus. 

Unveiling the details of his am- 
bitious 1981 budget-cutting 
blueprint on Monday, the presitent 
said such bolt-tightening Is esaen* 
tial U the U.S. Is to start controlling 
Its 18 per cent annual inflation rote. 

Carter, who also said he expects a 
mild U.S. economic receaslon later 
this year, predicted a fierce fight 
with Congress over spending cuts 
that are bound to be eoatroversial 
in this election year. 

He vowed to veto any legislation 
that threatened his main goal of 
balancing the budget for the first 
time since 1969. 

.The two main surprises In his 
plan were that It would go even 
beyond the cost-cutting ta/^ts he 
first outlined on March 14 and 


would extend to defence spending. 

The list of proposed spending 
reductions — totalliag 515b. in- 
cluded a $lb. cut in the amount 
originally Intended to be spent on 
defence next year. 

The savings .would lower the 
overall defence budget to about 
$14ib. They would be achieved by 
such means as reducing planned 
purchases of aircraft and other 
weapons and cutting back on 
military research. 

Many analysts had assumed that 
the heightened eooeem for national 
security, brought about by tbe Iran 
and Afghan crises, would put 
defence beyond tbe reach of the 
budget cutters. 

Examples of other proposed 
reductions Included a 52.2b. cut In 
anti-recession aid to states and 
cities — a hot potato in an election 
year — potential reductions in 
govermnent'Worker pensions and 
delay (n welfare-reform plans. 


Has tide turned against Carter? 

Wisconsin, Kansas voters 
go to primary polls 


CHICAGO (Reuter). — Tbe 
midwest states of Wleconoln and 
Kansas voted yesterday in 
presidential primary eieetiona that 
will measure the resurgence of 
Senator Edward Kennedy's 
challenge to President Jimmy 
Carter. (Reeuita are expected early 
this morning, Israel time.) 

Kennedy is looking to Wlsconola 
to give him another boost after his 
upset victories over Carter in the 
New York and Connecticut 
primaries a week ago. 

Kennedy aides think the tide has 
finally turned against the president 
because of Increasing concern over 
rising . inflatlw and continuing 
frustration over the Iranian 
hostage crisis. 

But. through eoineldenee or good 
timing. Carter woe expected to be 
the political beneficiary e( the 
latest flurry of Inm-related ae- 
tivfUes. 

Even before any word came from 
Teheran conoeralog the hostages. 
Carter also seemed likely to benefit 
from hints by press secretary Jody 
Powell that the hostages might soon 


be removed from the control of the 
militants. 

The balloting yesterday followed 
by one day another politically po- 
tent development ~ the formal un- 
veiling of a revised 19B1 federal 
budget with a projected record sur- 
plus of $l6,5b. 

For Carter, the budget fallout 
probably will have mixed political 
results, nationally if not in Wiscon- 
sin. 

In the Republican primaries, 
trontrunning Ronald Reagsa was 
favoured to win both \nseonsin and 
Kansas, which would effectively 
kill the chances of his main rivals, 
(Seorge Bush and John Anderson. 

Many Republican Inriders feel 
the 69-year-old former California 
governor already has the nomina- 
tion locked up. 

But Wisconsin, a liberal-leaning 
state, has long had a reputathm for 
political unpredictability, and ex- 
perts were wary about forecasting 
the outcome. 

K/msas is a traditionally conser- 
vative state. But it baa never held a 
primary before and so is also risky 
to predict.

Local authorities, fear- 
ing other municipaJ employees 
would make similar demands, 
offered A 3.5 increase for the next 
three. years. 


Teheran gov’t to take over hostages 

Hopeful Carter 
defers action 
against Iran 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter said yesterday 
that the latest statements from 
Iran are a "positive step" and 
his chief spokesman said he 
believed the Teheran govern- 
ment would lake control of the 
hostages "as soon as possible. " 

It was a day of rapid 
developments In the five-month-old 
crisis. White House officials felt 
that speeches by .ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini and President 
Abolhaaoan Bainl-Sadr provided the 
most hope yet the 50 hostages will 
be released. 

'ITiese were the key movements: 
■ Though Khomeini made a 
speech crtUeizlng Carter, he did not 
mention the hostage transfer. And 
Bani-Sadr said the government 
would take control of the captives 
from the militants now holding 
them if America promises not to 
threaten Iran. 

• Carter said that as a result of 
Bani-Sadr’s speech, he would hold 
off plans to impose new sanctions 
against Iran, but he said he has not 
apologized to the Teheran govern- 
ment. As for Bani-Sadr's request 
(or "no threats," White Hottse aides 
said the U.S. has not engaged in 
hostile actions against Iran. 

Earlier, at a rally in Teheran, 
Iranian President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr said that the government 
would take custody of the hostages 
only after the U.S. issues an official 
statement agreeing to abstain from 
all hostile acts and propaganda 
against Iran until its new parlia- 
ment decides on the fate of the 
hostages. 

Speaking at an unusual early- 
morning press briefing, Carter said 
that he did not know when the 
transfer would take place. 
However. House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill sold that 
Secretary of State Cvrus Vance told 
him later yesterday morning that 
U.S. officials believe eontro! of the 
hostages will be transferred 
"immediately." 

Carter, asked whether he would 
agree to Banl-Sadr's coDdltions, 
gave an ambiguous reply. 

"We uUI maintain the present 
restraints on trade that have 
already been imposed against Iran, 
including the bolding of their assets 
in our ctmntry and the prohibition of 
any trade with Iran," the President 
said. But he did not consider It "ap- 
propriate at this time” to impose 
additional sanctions because of 
Bani-Sadr's pledge to transfer con- 
trol of the hostages to the govern- 
ment. 


However, informed sources dis- 
closed that he had cautioned Iran of 
possible retaliatory measures in a 
message to the Teheran authorities 
over the weekend. And in a second 
speech yesterday. Carter told Iran 
that his patience was not endless. 

The warning was issued a few 
hours After the morning press brief* 
ing when the President was ad- 
dressing an AFL-CIO labour move- 
ment group. He also declared that 
no one in his administration hod 
apologized to anybody in tbe Ira- 
nian government (or U.S. policy 
towards Iran, because there was 
nothing to apologize (or. 

Informed sources in Teheran w*ho 
are in contact with both sides said 
yesterday that Washington had 
received advance assurances from 
Iran that Bani-Sadr would agree to 
transfer of the hostages to govern- 
ment control. But this did not 
necessarily mean the hostages 
would be freed quickly. 

There were also signs that the 
marathon crisis eras far from over. 

Bani-Sadr in his statement, made 
to angry shouts and boos a 

throng of 300.000 Iranians at a 
revolutionary rally, reiterated 
Iran's demand that the deposed 
shah be extradited to Iran as a con- 
dition for the hostages* release, and 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, in a 
statement read at the same rally by 
his son Ahmed, reaffirmed that the 
ultimate fate of the hostages rests 
with the Iranian parliament, wMeh 
is not expected to convene u^l late 
May or June. 

The Iranian militants holding the 
embassy hostages yesterday 
declined to comment on Bani- 
Sadr's readiness to transfer the 
American personnel to government 
custody. 

Khomeini’s speech said, in part:. 

"First threatening us with 
military occupation and with ian- 
^dlrg paretroops in the e^ionage 
den (U.S. embassy), then threaten- 
ing on cconorate blockade to isolate 
the eoimtry, and having failed to 
achieve either, he (Carter) has now 
embarked on a political plot, a 
satanical conspiracy. By using 
words of moderation and flattery, 
he (s trying to pull the wool over our 
eyes and to win his political game 
against his rivals by playing a trick 
on our nation. 

"Carter's new trick is similar to 
the trick that the deposed shah 
played towards the end of his 
shameful reign... But his plot was 
countered.

Anti-shah fighting continues in Asyut 


Jerusalem Post Corr e spondent 
CAIRO. — Fighting continued in 
the upper Egyptian town of Asyut 
yesterday after clashes on Friday 
and Saturday between police and 
students protesting against the 
presence of the deposed shah of 
Iran in Bgypt, Egyptian Interior 
Minister Nabawi Ismail told Parlia- 
ment. 

But Ismail denied student reports 
that police had shot one student 
dead on Friday evening. He said a 
man hod died of gunshot wounds In 
tbe same hospital, but there was no 
connection between the two in- 
cidents. 


He accused the students of "ex- 
cesses" — throwing Molotov 
cocktails at the police, smashixig 
shop-windows, and damaging ears 
— and of subsequently dlstoz-Ung 
the facts to arouse public feeling 
against the authorities. 

He avoided all mention of the 
deposed shah, who arrived here a 
week ago. 

Altogether, five students and six 
poUeemen had been injured in the 
fighting. Ismaii told Parliament. 
Bight students had been detained 
and charged, and others had been 
released, he said. 


Shah’s cancer spreads to fiver

CAIRO. — : The cancer of the 
lymphatic system from which the 
deposed Shah of Iran has been suf- 
fering, has now spread to the 
lymph-nodes In his liver. But his 
doctors do not (eel that this is a 
serious development. 

His doctors said yesterday that 
the disease could be kept under con- 
trol by cliemotherapy. and that 
there were no signs that the disease 
had infiltrated his bone marrow 
which could endanger his life. 

The shah has been under 
chemotherapy for some years, but 
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his doctors were reluctant to dis- 
close that he needed the treatment 
as long as he was still in power. 

Tbe shah left the intensive care 
unit at the military hospital in the 
Cairo suburb of Maadi yesterday. 
He was up and about and in good 
spirits. The doctors had taken him 
off intravenous feeding and put him 
on a light diet.

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UN Palestine debate 
seen resuming today 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
Israel on Monday lashed out at Its 
critics, asserting that “a aorry 
parade of nations” was ready to 
risk Tsra«H security to placate Arab 
oil prociucers. 

Yehuda Blum, chief Israeli 
delegate, said Arab "petro- 
hegemonists” were using the 
world's growing dependence on 
their oil for blackmail, threatening 
economic strangulation if the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
.were not satisfied. 

Blum was speaking in tbe Securi- 
ty CouncU, which began debate on a 
bid by supporters of the FLO for en- 
dorsement of self-determination 
and Independent Palestinian 
8tatehoo(L The debate was later 
ndjoumed and was due to resume 
today. 

The U.S. has threatened to veto a 
resolution in these terms. The 
Western European members cdso 
were thought to be unwilling to vote 
for it. 

If their efforts are stymied. PLO 
sympathisers among the UN 
membership said they would ask 
for an emergency spetdal session of 
the General Assembly, where there 
is no power of veto. 

gening the debate, Falilou Kane 
of Senegal, chairman of the 


Assembly’s Palestine Rights Com- 
nriittoc, said the Council's failure to 
net would only encourage Israel's 
"delinquency.” 

The PLO'a UN observer. Zehdi 
Terzi. said the Camp David accords 
were "maliciously and criminally 
designed to make extinct the 
Palestinian people.” 

"Should the current negotiations 
bear fruit and prove successful, 
almost two million Palestinians will 
be condemned to perpetual exile, 
he said. "Their fate does not seem 
to disturb the consoience of Beglii. 
Cortih* or itodat,” he added. 

Blum mentioned a Beirut report 
last FViday quoting terrorist leader 
George Habash as having said the 
only way to achleire peace In the 
Middle East was "to erase com- 
pletely the cancerous presence of 
Zionism.” 

The draft resolution under (xm- 
sideration In the Security Council 
calls for enabling the Pateetlnian 
people to exercise their right to es- 
tablish an independent state In 
Palestine, calls on Israel to 
withdraw from "all Arab 
territories occupied since June 
1967. Including Jerusalem” and re- 
jects any agreements relatliig to 
the territories which are formed 
without the participation of the 
PLO.

who had flocked to the main street 
bazaar, which is a regular holiday 
attrition, all fled as fast as they 
could. 

The two factions are headed by 
Sheikh Nuredin Halaby. the local, 
kadi and religious judge, and 
Sheikh Nawaf Halaby, the local 
council ctaairxnah. 

Sheikh Nuredin last month sent a 
letter to the prime minister, asking* 
him to retire the 90-year-old 
spiritual head of the eommimity. 
Sheikh AmlnTaiif, and to appoint a 
committee of 15 sheikha in his 
stead. Other Druse leaders 
reportedly considered this an insult 
and moved to excommunicate 
Nuredin. This apparently brought

Computer ‘slip’ m court 


An army computer programmer 
convicted of printing "pardoner of 
murderers” on the chief of atafTs 
pay slip has won an order ntei from 
the High Court of Justice against 
the .army's Judge Advocate 
General. 

The phraao "pardoner of 
murderers" appeared Instead, of 
ftnv Aluf Rafael Eltan’a name on. 
the Chief of Stairs pay slip shortly 
after the public controversy aur* 
rounding hla decision to shorten tbe 
sentences of three soldiers con- 
victed of murdering Arabs. 

Menahem Ginstein, a computer 
programmer with the rank of 
sergeant major who served in the 
regular army at the time, was con- 
victed of printing the phrase and 


received a 14-day suspended 
sentence with a fine of ILAOO. He 
was also moved to a different unit 
and because of this resigned from 
the rcguLar army. 

Ginstein, claiming he was not 
responsible for the computer print- 
out on the pay slip, appealed to the 
High Court of Justice. On Friday, 
he won an order nisi which obliges 
the Judge Advocate General to 
show cause within 45 days why hla 
conviction should not be cancelled. 
Glnatein's grounds for winning the 
order nf.«i were that the army 
proceedings against him were held 
Improperly, and that he did not 
have a chance to present hla case in

Fired Army Radio man goes to court 


The deputy head of Army Radio’s 
news department, who claims he 
was fired tor poUtleal reasons, has 
asked the High Court of Jiutlce for 
an order niri against the defence 
minister, the Otief of Staff and the 
commander of Army Radio.

Athlete Jesse Owens, 66 


HJCSON, Arizona iReuter). -> Jesse 
Owens, the legendary black 
sprinter whose four gold medals at 
the 1936 Berlin Olympics mocked 
Hitler’s dream of Aiyan athletic 
supremacy, died on Monday of lung 
cancer. He was 06. . 

Cancer had spread quickly 
throughout hls body during the last 
seven months. Doctors at Universi- 
ty Hospital here said his death 
resulted from 35 years of smoking a 
pack a day until hls disease was dis- 
covered la Chicago last year. 

Born in poverty as a son of share- 
cropper farmers in Alabama, 
Owens shined shoes until his 
athletic ability was discovered by a 
teacher. 

His smooth stride set world 
records wMle he was enrolled at 
Ohio State University. He set a total 
of five world records and tied a six- 
th. 

In 1936. he was 22 years old when 
he won his races at the Berlin 


Olympics, attended by 130,000 spec- 
tabx's. But he was the tsi^ri of one 
of the most Infamous snubs In 
history. 

Adolf Hitler congratulated Ger- 
man medal winners from a 
decorated platform above the 
stadium he had built to glorify 
Aryan “superiority,” but he left 
before the black American was 
awarded his unprecedented fbur 
gold medals. 

Years later Owens recalled. "It 
was all right with me. I didn't go to 
Berlin to shake hands with Der 
Fuehrer anyway.” 

In Vienna Simon Wiesenthal, 
head of the Jewish Documentation 
Centre on Monday repeated an 
earlier call (or an avenue in West 
Berlin to be named after Owens. In 
a telegram to Berlin Lord Mayor 
Fritz Stobbe, Wiesenthal renewed 
his earlier proposal to thus 
designate the avenue leading to the 
Berlin stadium.

Bombs shatter tense 
quiet in San Salvador 


SAN SAI-VAPOR, B1 Salvador. - A 
apnU' of night time bombings In a 
wenithy section of San Salvador 
broke nearly 36 hours of tense quiet 
that followed last weekend's blood- 
both in this city's main square. 

Authorities said eight bombs 
went off in the northeastern 
rrsidential neighbourhood of 
Colonla Bscalon. but most 
appeared aimed at businesses. 
Residents said they heard as many 
ns 16 CNpIosions. 

There were no immediate reports 
of injuries or the extent of damage. 
Twn armoured personnel carriers 
wore seen rumbling toward the 
neighbourhood shortly after the 
bombings late on Monday night, 
and then leaving shortly after mid- 

• night. 

Armed leftists and rightists in 
this tiny central American republic 
' have launched a wave of terrorism 
against the ruling miUtary-civilian 
. junta, which is trying to implement 

• land reforms and bank nationalisa- 
tion on the one hand while cracking 
down on leftists in the coumtryside 
on the other. 

On Sunday. 31 people died and 248 
were hospitalised, according to 
authorities, when an explosion 
followed by gunfire and more bom- 
bings broke up the funeral of slain 
Archbishop Oscar Romero. 

On Monday, the ruling junta and 


leftist militants traddd charges 
over responsibility for Sunday's In 
cldcnt. 

The Junta said the Revolutionary 
Coordinator of the Masses (CRM), 
the leftist umbrella or^nisation, 
started the shooting, but the CRM 
denied the charges. 

The shooting and explosion broke 
out when a CRM-orga^ed motor- 
cade arrived at the calhedtU. 

A statement signed by a number 
of priests and nuns accused the 
government of “grave distortion of 
facts and false interpretations. 

“From what we can testify to per- 
sonally, and from the reports of 
rclinblc witnesses, the first shots 
came from the second floor of the 
National Palace, adjacent to the 
cathedral,” the statement added. 

At another press conference, lef- 
tists said the panic broke out when 
a bomb was thrown from the side of 
the National Palace, which firants 
the squarb. and that snipers atop 
buildings nearby began firing. 

On Monday nig^t one junta 
member, Jose Napoleon Duarte, 
told reporters there was a possibili- 
ty the initial bombing was the work 
of rightists. The leftists, he said, 
had “planned to do something after 
the funeral, but something happen- 
ed there. Then the Coordinating 
Committee lost control and the plan 
was aborted. “(AP, Reuter) 


'Genius’ jewel thief jailed 


FORT L,AUDBRDALE. Florida 
I Reuter) . — An electronics genius 
with an IQ of 167 was sentenced to 
. 15 years jail here at the weekend for 
thefts which netted him jewels 
worth 8135m. 

After the sentence the detective 
who finally outwitted him said: "I 
enjoyed working against such a 
pro. He's a super thief. And to top it 
alt, he didn't believe in violence. He 
never carried a gun." 

During the past seven years, 
John MacClean was responsible for 
burglaries along the U.S. eastern 
seaboard from Maine to the Florida 
Keys. 

Detective Arthur McLellan said: 


“In the end I think he Just stole for 
the thrill of it. He had everything ... 
a helicopter, a seaf^ane, a 33-foot 
<10 metre I offshore racing boat, 
luxury cars and several homes.'* 

It was while robbing the home of 
a doctor that MacQean made his 
big mistake. His special radio 
warned him that he had tripped a 
silent alarm and that the police 
were on their way. In his haste to 
escape, he left the intricate home- 
made radio behind. 

Detective McLiellan spent the 
next four months tracing the 
radio's crystals back to their 
manufacturer ar<* 'ves finally able 
to arrest MacQean. 


Aussies to study defoliants 


CANBERRA (AP). ^ The 
Australian govemment on Monday 
announced a $2.2m. survey to deter- 
mine the effects of herbicide spray- 
ing in Vietnam on 41,000 Australian 
veterans and their families. 

Minister of Veterans Affairs 
Evan Adermann told parliament 
the survey would take two years. 

A small ^oup b(^ independent 
acienVrats with* international 
credibility as epidemiologists 
would h'e asked to assess and en- 
dorse the methodology of the sur- 
vey and to comment on it. 

The study will Involve 300,000 
men. women and children 
throughout Australia and include 


all 41,000 veterans who served In 
Vietnam. 

'The study is a reaction to in- 
creasing pressure from the Viet- 
nam Veterans Association which 
claims that defoliants and her- 
bicides used in Vietnam, including 
one called “agent orange/' have 
caused death and Usability among 
veterans and deformities in their 
.children.*, * , ..... , . . 

veterans in the 
U.fT iiave also called attention to 
what they say are the debilitating 
effects of herbicides and defoliants 
on troope who served in Vietnam. 
They claim the U.S. Veterans' Ad- 
ministration is not doing enough to 
deal with the problem.

— Troops shot to 
death a young man who drove a 
stolen car through an army 
roadblock in west Belfast on Mon- 
day night, police said.

Kuwait cuts oil production by 25% 


KinVAZT (API. — Kuwait reduced 
its oil production by 28 per emit 
yesterday mid announced drastic 
changes In its sales contracts with 
three major Western oil companies. 

The decision to reduce production 
on April 1 was taken several 
months ago and an <M1 Ministry 
spokesman said with fta implemen- 
tation yesterday Kuwait's dally out- 
put will be l.fim. barrels per day, in- 
stead of two million. 

The spokesman said sales to 
three western oil companies — 
British Petroleum, BrlUsh-Dutch 
Shell and the American Gulf OU — 
are being reduced by about 78 per 
cent from 2,310,000 to 338,000 
barrels per day. Their sales con- 
tracts will be for three years in- 
stead of the previous five. 

The new contracts also stipulate 
that half the quantity of oU bought 
hy the three companies will bs 
transported on Kuwait tankers, the 
spokesman said. 

The Kuwait government did not 
explain why the cutback in the daily 
production by 800.000 la smaller 
than the cuts In sales to the three 


companies. But government 
sources Indicated that the 
difference will be made up in direct 
cmitraets with governments, par- 
ticularly in western Europe. The 
Kuwait ^vemment is reportedly 
about to sign agreements with two 
state-owned French companies to 
sell them Kuwaiti oil directly. 

OU Minister Sheik All Bhallfa al- 
Sabah earlier this month said 
Kuwait should take advantage of its 
soaring oit income and the low de- 
mand in the worid oU market to 
effect a reduction in produetion. 
Statistics published recently by the 
Kuwait Central Bank said that 
Kuwait's oil revenue during the 
coming year will be almost doubl- 
ed. reaching about 825b. - 

Prices in the spot market in 
Rotterdam have dropped recently 
from about 840 to 8S0 as high prices, 
conservation ahd stockpiling 
lowered demand in industrialised 
countries. 

A report of the International 
Energy Agency (lEA) publiahed 
yesterday said that Japan had sav- 
ed 94.3m. barrels of oil last year. 


and cut down projected consump- 
tion by about five per cent 

But Saudi Arabia's oU minister, 
Sheikh Ahmed Tamanl. says not 
enough oil la being saved yet. 
Speaking yesterday in Toronto, 
Yam^ criticised wasteful re finin g 
systems that waste two to time per 
cent of their chide input ^ losses 
amounting to between 400,000 and 
600.009- barrels of oil a day. 

Many existing refinery designs 
allow production of large quantities 
of residual fuel oil —- produced as 
residue after production of 
premium light products — which is 
dumped on the market,' competing 
with coal, nuclear power and other 
-fuels at a price below crude, he 
said. 


He warned 'that existing oU 
reserves can support current world 
production for only 30 years, and 
said; “The price mechanism has 
proven ' to bo the best . tool for 
promoting conservation, provided 
that customers are not shielded 
from its direct impact*' by ... in- 
struments such as Bubaidies. 


13-week British steel siyike ends 


LONDON (UPl). — Leaders of 
Britain's two largest steel unions 
voted yesterday to call off a 18- 
week walkout and ordered their 
250.000 striking workers back to the 
job today. 

The decision was taken by a 42-7 
vote at the end of a stormy three- 
hour meeting of the Iron and Steel 
Workers Confederation and the 
National Union of Blastfor- 
nacemen. 

■ They voted to accept a"i6:s !per 
cent pay hike recommen^d , on 
Monday by a 'three-man Indepen- 
dent inquiry commission headed 
Lord Lever, a former Labour 
government minister. 

The recommendation was for a 


' general 11. per cent across-the- 
board pay boost plus an extra 4.9 
per cent fer Increased local produc- 
tivity — funded mainly by 
thousands of woric force cuts.

Gradually, an entire industry 
arose which had to remain 
xnetieulous in its observance of all 
the intricate rituals conaeet^ with 
matza preparattoa. 

A recently- discovered 1908 draw- 
. Ing depicts a bakery la New York 
which 'turned' out more ttaaii two 
million pounds of matsa a year. The 
building had been an old tenement 


house. On the first floor, a rsS'ge 
machine ground meal made -from 
the cracked and broken remnants 
of matza. That grinding and the 
constant preparation of flour 
throughout the building covered ail 
the wwkers with a "white mist of 
floating flour." 

The. processes of kneading the 
dough, cutting it into manageable 
pieces, perforating it wJtt a small 
spiked wheel and then slicing it into 
squares for baking were done with 
great precision. 


Over the years various problems 
have .*irisen about the types of mat- 
zn and the flour from which they 
Arc made. There was the Leeds- 
Ijo'ndnn matza controversy in the 
first decade of the century when 
Joseph Bonn, the well-known Lon- 
don hiikor, secured the aoie rights 
for ihe baking of the thin Leeds 
matza in London. This generated 
tromendnus problems because the 
m:i(sa tax paid by the other takers 
to the United Synagogue dropped 
considerably as a result of Eiona's 
cornoring the market- Hence, there 
WM barely enough in the fund ad- 
minIster«Hi by the Conjoint Flour 
Cnmmltt.ee of the Untied 
Synagogue for distribution to the 
needy of ijinim for Passover. 

During the World War tl years, 
the conccntr,'ition camp inmates 
were denied matza and aomeUmes 
even found it dlfflcult to discover 
the date of Passover. A touching 
prayer w.is romposed for those in* 
dtvIduAls a-ho hod to eat bread on 
Passover as they had no matza. 

Today there are still great shor- 
tages of matza In tbe Soviet Union, 
and attempts ore made each year 
to ship matza supplies to that 
beleaguered community. 

As has always been the ease, tbe 
most Orthodox Jews will only use 
mntzA that has been ehemurah 
rwntched) in every step of its 
preparation, Including tbe final 
baking. In Mea Shcarlm, It la possi- 
ble to sec sAemsnih matza being 
baked In the days before the holi- 
day. Each one of theee caretully 
baked Items can fetch a very hand- 
some price because of the inor- 
dinate time Invested in their 
preporatiort. 

The well known anthologist Philip 
Goodman, now a resident of 
Jerusalem, pointed out In hla 
"Passover Anthob^" that it took 
the Intervention ofa U.S. President 
to make enough nhemurah wheat 
flour available for the most pious in 
the U.S. in 1362. When It became 
clear th,at a shortage of the special 
flour existed, there was only one 
recourse — Israel. However, 
American law only allowed the Im- 
portation of limited quantities of 
wheat flour, and In order to get per- 
mission for thla special import, 
application had to be made Co Fftsi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, who issued a 
special proclamation tor the pur- 
ple. 

Matza will never cease to be the 
fundamcnU'tl Item In the Pessah 
diet because it is the fehem om — 
the bread of affliction. It reminds 
us that while there are Jews being 
persecuted and enslaved in various 
parts of the worid, we have a 
responsibility to help free them 
from their afflletion. os did our 
ancestors on that first Peosah cen- 
turies ago.

The Roasinl Overture Is too well 
known to be satisfying fa such a 
superfleiai reading. The conductor 
even managed to lose tbe soloist 
once in the Plano Concerto. The 
Beers'heba musicians deserve our 
sympathy for the ordeal they were 
subjected to. 

Zeharla Plavln. this year’s 
■ winner of the Francois &apira 
Prize, Is a talent to be watched. His 
Mozart interpretatlaa was a Ut 
hard and dry, but he la undoubtedly 
a musician of promise who, with 
proper guidance and development, 
will Join the ranks of plaxilsts of 
stature and rejKitation.

However, the performance lack- 
ed subtlety of touch', delicacy of 
nuance and insist that would have 
revealed and interpreted the poetic 
introspective mood, particularly In 
the elow movement. 

Conducting with precise and 
practical directives, Lotbar 
Zagrosek achieved a'' good un- 
derstanding with the orchestra.

“If you don't make a sale, make a 
friend." is the store’s motto. 'Tve 
heard that Israeli storekeepers and 
businesses have a bad reputation 
for service. We try to have the 
goods ready on time, and to keep 
our word." 

Asked to tell about some of her 
famous customers, Ruth re- 
members Golda Melr fondly. “She 
was a great buyer. "I have time," 
she would say If she saw that Ruth 
was busy with another customer. 

Paula Ben-Gurion furnished her 
Jerusalem home during the hard 
times of the early '50s, and got a 
special government allocation to do 
it. After Gans sent sheets to the

Investment in industry paramount

TEL AVtV. ~ "If you don't Invest 
in your Industriai futuro, your 
future wnr &e blnck. And the 
government is not Investing In the 
industrial futuro of this country," 
Aharon Dovrat, Joint direetoF* 
general of dal, charged yesterday. 
Ms words were seconded by . the 
other joint director-general. 
Avraham Friedman. 

Dovrat continued by saying that 
"It the Clal group, with Us Interest 
In or control of 260 companies, had 
a good year in 1679, It la due to in- 
vestments made two, throe and 
four years before." 

In the year ending December 31. 
1979, the cial group made IL898.2m. 
In after-tax profits, which was a 132 
per cent Increase over the previous 
year, U the same base Is used, or 
only 103 per cent, if the new accoun- 
ting methods introduced In 1978 are 
taken Into account. 

Of the profits, the biggest chunk 
eomc from the Industrial division, 
with the group's other two 
divisions, building and construc- 
tion. and services and commerce. 
centributing'Smaller sums. 

The group's lota] income (from 
sales and services) came to TL9.4b. , 

. which was on 83 per cent increase 
over 1978. The company's exports 
grew by 74 per cent in i979, to rtond 
at ILi.Bb., while its total assets 
grew by 79 per cent, to lLl4.6b. 

However. Dovrat was highly 
critical of the use of such growth 
percentages, which in the final 
analysis come down to a com- 
parison with the growth of the eost- 
oMiving index In the same year 
(which was 111 per cent). 

"An Industrial company lives a 
life Independent from that of the in- 
dex," he said. He further pointed 
out that during the post five years, 
although the Cial group failed to 
keep up with the index in three of

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Autonomy vs Palestine state 


THE DEBATE on “Palestinian rights" in the Security Council 
on Sunday appears to have fizzled out almost as soon as it 
began, and It might be tempting to dismiss it as a non-starter. 
But that would be the grossest error. 

It was the Senegalese chairman of the UN Committee on 
Palestinian EUgbts who called for that meeting, and his reason 
was strictly technical: the formal necessity of carrying out a 
review of the committee's four-year old plan for a Palestinian 
state in the West Banh and Gaza Strip, which the General 
Assembly wanted done by the end of last month. 

To be sure, the PLO, which is the real author of the plan, and 
some of its outright backers on the council, saw hope that a i 
resolution endorsing the idea would gain near passage -- and be 
thwarted only by a U.S. veto. 

In the circumstances that would have amounted to a 
smashing victory. It would have signalled America's Isolation 
in the international arena as the official sponsor of the Camp 
David formula for Palestinian autonomy. The blow would have 
been especially telling if it came on the eve of the scheduled 
separate meetings by Anwar Sadat and Menahem Begin with ' 
Jimmy Carter In Washington. < 

Evidently the die-hards oveiplayed their hand. Too max^l 
council members, though sympathetic to the Palestinian state i 
idea in itself, were unwilling, it seems, to go along with a 
diplomatic manoeuvre designed only to nettle the Americans 
and disturb their peace schemes. 

Yet there is little consolation for Israel in the outcome of the 
Security Council session. The issue Is certain to come up again 
at the UN General Assembly. 

The decision to put off further action was not motivated by 
any second thoughts on the compatibility of a state ruled by the 
PLiO with any reasonable notion of a MUdle East peace. There 
was no sign that any such thoughts had been aroused even by 
the statement issued last week by the leader of the PLO's 
"radical" wing. Dr. Habash, without whom no new policy can at 
all be launched. 

Habash made it plain that he would not allow the PLO to be 
deflected from its original, and abiding aim of Israel's destruc- 
UOQ. 

brael can no longer ignore the fact that the Palestine state 
idea has become not only respectable but by now entrenched in 
world public opinion. This has been iinderscored by the latest 
policy pronouncements by France's president and Britain's 
foreign secretary, and oiily slightly leas so by the blatant acta of 
recognition granted to the FLO by Austria's chancellor and In- 
dia's premier. 

Aside from Israel's armed might, it is only America's 
'political power that stands In the way of a concerted inter- 
national move to have tbe West Bank and Gaza Strip handed 
over to the Palestinians — or rattier the PLO — for a state; and 
this even without a prior acceptance of .the obligationto keep the 
peace. 

America’s own stance in the matter is largely dictated by the 
esqiectatlon that at least the outline of an agreement on tbe 
autonomy will emerge by the target date of May 26. Whether the 
expectation is realistic will be known by the end of this month. 
The autonomy talks held in Alexandria late last week were as 
inconclusive on this score as previous such discussions. 

Attempts by Mr.-Begin and his aides to deride the importance 
I of tbe target date miss the main point. The point Is that the date 
I makes the Egyptians tbehiselves exceecUngly nervous: the 
latest piece of evidence is an announcement on the issue of 
settlements by Premier Khalil, and a fairly nasty resolution by 
the Eg^tian parliament on East Jerusalem. 

One important reason for the nervousness Is the fact that a 
number of "moderate" Arab states are known to be holding off 
action against Egypt in wait of word on tbe autonomy by May 
26. 

If there is no material progress by then, a furore is sure to 
explode. But in fact this may happen even earlier if Mr. 
Begin carries out his intent unilaterally to exclude all present 
and future Jewish settlements In the territories from the ambit 
of the autonomy — before an agreement is reached.

PoBSibUlty of scholarships. 
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STUDENT opposition to Fr^ident 
Anwar Sadat has reached the point 
where Egyptian officials and 
Western analysts view It as a poten- 
tial threat to stability. 

'Well-funded Moslem fundamen- 
talists — who dominate the studoit 
unions at the major unlversltiet — 
have been joined by a smaller 
number of leftists in an antl- 
govemment campaign which has 
increased in scope and Intensity In 
recent weeks. This is happetdng at 
the same time as criticism of Mr. 
Sadat has Increased ^thln the 
parliament and the opposition 
press. 

"They could be a threat to 
democracy because they are 
fanatics." declared Dr. ^med 
Omar, who heads the Committee of 
Power and Industry odttdn Mr. 
Sadat's National Democratic Par- 
ty. Dr. Omar, a professor of 
en^neeting at Cairo University, 
charged that the Moslem fun- 
damentalists — known as the 
Gema'a lalamlya ^ were receiving 
funds from abroad. 

A veteran Western diplomatic 
analyst asserted that the funds 
were coming largely from Saudi 
Arabia and from Ubya. He asid 
tbe fundamentalists were using the 
money to provide books and 
clothing at lower prices in an 
attempt to win converts to their 
cause. 

"These younger people are 
tougher than the old Moslem 
Brotherhood," the Western analyst 
noted, “niey reproduce copies of 
medical textbook on stench ax^ 
sell them cheaply ~ to people who 
become members of their sodety. 

"Uie danger of the left," ttie 
analyst said, "Is that they can In- 
filtrate Into the Moslem group and 
turn it to a course that serves their 
purposes by shouting such slogans 
as 'End Corruption,' 'Justice for 
All,' and 'An Incomplete Peace 
Treaty.’" 

The slse of the anti-goveminent 
movement Is difficult to gauge ex- 
actly. but the Western analyst said 


ITIS a trite but a true obeervatlon 
that relations between nations are 
in many ways like relations 
between individuals. It Is in this 
sense that we should examine the 
normalization process between 
Egypt and Israel. 

To normalize relations meana 
that they were abnormaL But this Is 
mialeadng. How many Egyptians 
and Israelis are willing now to say 
they were fighting each other for 
abnormal reaaona? Each side 
fought the other for many years 
with full conviction of the Justice, 
logic and legitimacy of its own 
cause. 

What has changed now Is not the 
cause of the conwet but rather the 
means to solve It. 

By accepting the principle of 
negotiation, both Egypt and Israel 
agree to pursue peaceful meana to 
solve their problems. They both, by 
80 doing, promote their conflict to a 
more sophlatlcated, civlUzed level. 
But the differences remain the 
same. And they mlg^ remain so for 
a while. 

This means that both countries 
can use any meana — except force 
— to reach a solution: All nen-

violent means are permissible— In- 
cluding the acquisition of 
aophiaticated weapons to exert 
diplomatic pressure. 


THE FOIjLOWING considerations 
should be taken into account to en- 
sure the success of the. "nor- 
malization" process! 

• The pace of the "Txormalization" 
should be slow a^d gradual. People 
In both countries should have time 
to absorb the profound etfecta of tbe 
change in their relations. As Amos 
Oz once said; "There is no way a 
man and a woman can jump from 
enmity to bed." 

• The fields of normalisation 
should be carefully selected. Ex- 
changing students, professors, 
writers should come before, say, 
football matches. In the fields of 
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tourism and buslnesa. regulations 
should be imposed to prevent tbe 
sort of mistakes that cofuld spoil the 
whole process. 

• There .should be no preferential 
treatment for either, paily. It .is 
enough that lsraelis and Egyptian^ 
treat each other ae they treat any 
other friendly people. Overdoing 
normalization endangers it. ITie 
paycbologlcal effect of reducing, 
preferential treatment to a "nor- 
mal” level is devaataUng, and 
might even be regarded as a hostile 
acL 

In this respect, the idea of 
transferring tbe waters of the Nile 
to Israel Is Ill-conceived, How 
would Israel react If E^pt was 
compelled to cut off its water eupp’ 
ly to Israel? Would that - not be 
regarded as an extremely hostile 
act. 

• In this atmosphere of nascent 
peace, some seoritlvity should be 
considered when dealingwltb each 
other’s problems.
